NEW  YOKK,  June  8.— "The  bill,  the 
whole  bill  and  nothing  but  th©  bill." 

Thus  President  Taft  summed  up  an 
earnest  plea  for  the  unamended  adop- 
tion by  the  senate  of  the  Canadian  re- 
ciprocity agreement  at  a  banquet  given 
by  the  New  Tork  Produce  Exchange 
to  the  Interstate  Cotton  Seed  CrusU- 
ers'   association. 

In  his  address  President  Taft  pointed 
out  to  tho  southerners  the  avantages 
tlieir  action  would  derive  from  the  enact- 
ment of  the  agreement  with  Canada,  but 
he  did  not  neglect  to  ref^^  to  the  main 
argument'  for  the  pending  bill  on  the 
broader  lines  of  generat.  Interest.  Every 
mention  of  the  word  "reciprocity"  was 
greeted  with  cheers  and  th©  president 
at  times  had  difBculty  In  proceeding. 
He  vol-ed  decided  objections  to  amend- 
ing th©  agreement  by  tacking  on  the 
farmers'  free  list  bill,  which  course. 
he  said,  would  drive  away  from  its  sup- 
port enough  votes  to  defeat  the  agree- 
ment. 

President  Taft  began  his  speech  with 
a  fine   talk   on  cotton.    He  said:  "It  has

MEXICO  CITY,  June  8.— The  earth- 
quake yesterday  brought  death  to  at 
least  150  persons,  according  to  the 
most  authentic  counts  tonight.

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The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  British

relationship    to    the    fruit    Industry     of 
this   western   Canadian  province.      Some 
time   has  now  elapsed  since  tills  agree- 
ment   was    brought   down   in   the  House 
at  Ottawa  and  Its  terms  coinmunlcated 
to  the  people  of  the  Dominion,  and  the 
interval  has  afforded  time  for  thorough 
inquiry  and  mature  consideration  of  all 
the    probable    effects    of    frne    trade    as 
proposed  upon  the  infant  fruit  and  vege- 
table industry  of  British  Columbia.  The 
resolution    finally    adopted    us    embody- 
ing the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  asso- 
ciation,  comes  therefore   with     peculiar 
empliasia  as  the  product  of  serious  and 
studious   consideration   on    the   part     of 
the  foremost  fruitgrowers'  of  the  coun- 
try. 

Whatever  may  be  the  effect  of  reci- 
procity in  Its  several  other  phases,  it  is 
tho  unanimous  and  unriualiflcd  opinion 
of  the  directorate  of  the  Fruit  Growers' 
Association  that  it  cannot  but  have  a 
most  detrimental  effect  on  the  develop- 
ment of  British  Columbia's  fruit  indus- 
try, and  It  is,  therefore,  to  bo  opposed 
Vjy  (jyory  iegltlmntft  Agenf.y  n.t  tho  asao- 
clatlon's  command.  The  resolution 
crystallzing  llie  views  of  tiie  associa- 
tion, as  adopted  at  the  Kamloops  con- 
vention,   reads    as    follows: 

"Whereas,  there  has  been  Introduced 
In  the  Federal  House  at  Ottawa  a  bill 
to  promote  reciprocal  trade  with  the

"Whereas,  tho  proposed  reciprocal

iTo  it  resolved,  that  we  the  directors 
of  the  BritlBh  (^olumhia  Fruit  Growers' 
AMSociation  put  ourselves  on  record  as 
condemning  t!»e  proposed  reciprocity 
agrepment  between  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  as  being  detrimental  to 
the  fruit  indtistry  of  British  Colum- 
bia: 

"And  be  it  further  re.iolved.  that  cop- 
ies of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to

Originally 
destined    merely  as   a   mining   road,   tho 
Portland   Canal    Short    Lino   took   larger 
form    last    session,    when     the    original 
charter    issued    to  Sir   Donald   D.   Mann 
and  his   associates      was      revised     and 
amended    to    cover   construction   powers 
through  the  province  from  Stewart  east- 
erly.

DETROIT,  Mich.,  June  8.— -Much  inter- 
est attaches  to  a  special  meeting  now 
being  held  In  Grand  Rapids  by  the 
stockholders  of  the  Michigan  Puget 
Sound  Lumber  Company  and  the  Michi- 
gan Pacific  Lumber  Company,  which  Is 
composed  and  officered  largely  by  Can- 
adian  capitalists.

The  voting  will  continue  on  Friday, 
and  the  outcome  will  not  be  known  until 
Sunday.  A  capital  of  $6,000,000  is  pro- 
posed for  the  new  company. 


PRINCE  RUPERT,  June  8.— President 
Hays  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  and 
his  party  leave  tomorrow  morning  for 
Vancouver,  after  concluding  an  agree- 
ment regarding  the  taxation  with  the 
city.

Xootesay  Strawherrlea 

NELSON.  B.  C,  June  8. — It  was  an- 
nounced at  the  meeting  of  the  Kootenay 
Fruit  Growers'  Union  here  today  that 
shipments  of  strawberries  from  ranches 
in  the  district  would  commence  in  14 
days,  and  that  the  season  would  be  at 
Its  height  by  July  1st.  The  crop  will 
be  heavier  than  last  year. 


Following  clever  addresses  from  coun- 
sel for  both  sides  and  a  general  sum- 
ming up  of  evidence  by  his  lordship, 
Mr.  Justice  Murphy.  In  the  assize  court 
yesterday  afternoon  the  jury  took  five 
minutes  to  declare  Capt.  Albert  A.  Sears, 
late  master  of  the  steamer  Iroquois 
which  sank  off  Sidney  on  April  10  last 
with  a  large  loss  of  life,  not  guilty  of 
the  crime  of  manslaughter  as  charged 
by    the  crown. 

Considering  the  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses  examined   the  case  was   brought 
to    a    conclusion    rapidly.      As    the    pro- 
ceedings neared  the  end  yesterday  after- 
noon the  court  room  filled  up  with  spec- 
tators   until    the    court    officers    had    to 
clear   spaces   about   the   doors.     In      the 
audience  behind  the  barrier  there  were 
numbers  of   well   known   Sidney   people. 
Tlie  case  began  on  Wednesday  and     on 
that  day   Mr.   H.  W.   K.   Moore,   for  the 
cro\Yn,   closed   his   case.     Mr.  H.  A.  Mc- 
Lean, K.  C,  defendant's  counsel,  opened 
hi.'?   case   on   Wednesday   and,   upon   con- 
tinuing yesterday   forenoon  placed:   Mr. 
Baynes    Reed    In    tho    box.      Many      wit- 
nesses followed,  the  last  of  them  being 
the  prisoner  himself. 

'wma'a  velocity. 

When  the  court  resumed  yeatkraay""*"' 
morning,  Mr.  Baynes  Reed,  of  th*  me- 
teorological bureau,  Victoria,  intrdduced 
documentary  evidence  taken  from  the 
records  showing  the  velocity  of.  the 
wind  as  recorded  on  tlie  day  the  steamer 
Clallam  foundered  and  on  the  day  th© 
Iroquois  was  lost.  Witness's  figures 
showed  that  the  wind  recorded  on  the 
day  the  Clallam  foundered  was  less 
than   sixty   miles  an   hour. 

To  Mr.  Moore  v,-itnoss  admitted  that 
his  records  were  only  for  Victoria.  Wind 
might  be  blowing  a  gale  at  Sidney  and 
not  be  so  strong  In  Victoria.  The  con- 
tour of  the  land  would  make  a  great 
difference. 

James  J.  White,  of  Sidney,  employed 
in  the  customs  at  Sidney,  could  recall 
no  occasion  In  seven  and  a  half  years 
wlien  the  Iroquois  did  not  make  its 
regular  trip.  He  bad  known  the  steamer 
to  go  out  in  much  stronger  wind  than 
that    blowing   on    April    10.  V 

To  Mr.  Moore  witness  wald  he  was 
not  a  seaman  and  had  no  means  of 
gauging  the  force  of  tho  wind. 

S.    Moore,    of   Sidney,   had   known   the 
Idoquols   ever   since  she  started  on  the 
Sidney  run  In  1900  and  had  never  known 
her  to  miss  her  trip.     He  had  often  seen 
her  go   out  In  stronger  gales  than  that 
of    April    10.      Witness      estimated      the 
wind  on    that  date  as   between    28   and 
30  miles  an  hour.     Witness  ran  a  boat- 
house  and  had   Been  tho  IroqUois'   boats 
after   the   accident  and  would  say   they 
were  good  seaworthy  boats.     They  were 
clinker   built   boats,    and  good   sized,   18 
feet  6  Inches  long,  and  5  feet  10  inches 
dccn.     They  could  carry  ten  passengers 
very    easily.      The   piece  torn   from   one 
of   the   boats  would   not  affect   the  sea- 
worthiness  of   the   boat   unless   the  sea 
were  beating  on  th©  starboard  side.

To  Mr.  Moore  witness  admitted  that 
ho  called  any  kind  of  a  boat  carried  on 
a  vessel  for  use  by  the  passengers  and 
crew  and  passed  by  the  Inspectors,  a 
lifeboat.  He  did  not  think  It  was  neces- 
sary to  have  a  boat  with  air-tight  com- 
partments to  call  It  a  lifeboat.  A  life- 
boat  should  be  of  good  sl»e. 

John  Held,  of  Sidney,  a  carpenter,  had 
worked  iiii  t>"'e  Iroquois.  He  was  or 
board  tho  latter  steamer  on  the  night 
the  Clallam  was  wrecked.  The  Iroquois 
stood  the  sea  very  well.  It  waa  a' 
pretty  rough  night.  The  wind  on  April 
10  was  nothing  like  the  wind  on  the 
night  of  the  Clallam  disaster.  Witness 
never  knew  the  Iroquois  to  be  stopped, 
by    any    bad   weather. 

To  Mr.    Moore   witness  could  not  say 
what    caused    the    Iroquois   to  go  down.

.Joseph  PetrsOn.  of  Victoria.  also 
knew  Mr.  Woolett.  So  far  as  witness 
knew  Mr.  Woolett  as  a  retired  sailor— 
hlue-Jacket.  Witness  first  knew  htm  as 
George  Wallace.  Witness  remembered 
Mr  Woolett  coming  into  his  office  hero 
and  saying  that  he  and  his  wife  did 
not  go  on  the  Iroquois  because  it  was 
blowing  hard  and  Mrs.  V/oolett  was  a 
poor    sailor. 

To  Mr.  Moore  witness  said  so  far  as 
he  knew  Mr.  Woolett  had  never  be^n 
In  disgrace  and  had  not  changed  his 
im...«  foi   any  reason  of  t^-"*  nature. 

Samuel  Munro.  of  Sidney.  *a'"_7'';''^ 
would  not  call  the  weather  on  Apill  2  0 
as    had   as    he    had    seen. 

He  admitted  to  Mr.  Moore  that  he 
was  not  a  sailor  and  was  nwt  watching 
the  weathf-r  closely  on  April  10. 
Mr.  Turpel's  Evidence. 
William  Turpel,  of  Victoria,  ship- 
wright, had  often  rcpalnd  the  Iroquois. 
The  steamer  had  always  come  In  once 
a  year  for  ovi-rhaullng  and  Captain 
Sears  had  always  given  special  orders 
that  nothing  was  to  be  spared  to  put  her 
In  flrst-class  shapp.  Witness  always  re- 
ceived $5  a  day  extra  to  see  that  the 
work  and  material  whs  first-class. 

To  Iijr.  Moore  wiinees  said  he  had 
never  had  Instructions  to  repair  the 
small  boats.  He  had  never  seen  any 
small  boats  on  ships  he  repaired  that 
had    alr-tlghl    compartments. 

Charles  T.  Bruce,  marine  engineer, 
had  formerly  been  an  engineer  on  the 
Iroquois.  He  found  her  as  good  a  sea- 
boat  as  he  had  ever  been  on.  Capt. 
Sears  had  always  told  him  to  keep  the 
engines  In  tlrst-class  shape.  The  Iro- 
quois  had    always    made      her      regular 

Cross-examined  witness  said  he  naa 
seen  freight  loaded  o»  the  Iroquol-.  He 
had  often  seen  lumber  and  a  little  Iron 
0,1  the  top  deck.  With  a  heavy  load 
on  the  top  deck  the  steamer  was  more 
tender    than    otherwise. 

To  Mr.  McLean  witness  said  he  would 
not   consider   two   and   a    half      tons      a 
heavy  load  on  the  upper  deck. 
Hot  Good  Boata 

nr  W.  G.  Cummlngs,  M.  V..  of  Sidney, 
had  been  a  ship's  surgeon  for  a  year  on 
the  deep  sea.  He  also  had  had  experi- 
ence with  small  boats.  He  had  seen  the 
Iroquois'  boats.  He  did  not  think  they 
were  good  lifeboats.  They  were  not 
heavily  enough  built.  He  thought  they 
were  all  right  for  a  calm  day.  but  not 
for  life  boatff.  Witness  said  the  boats 
were  not  Intact.  A  hole  eighteen  inches 
long    was    torn    in    the   stern   of   one   of 

them.  I 

Asked  if  this  hole  would  have  made  i 
the  boat  less  seaworthy  If  the  wind  were 
on  the  starboard  side,  witness  said  he 
did  not  think  that  would  make  any  dif- 
ference because  the  boat  filled  with 
water,  not  wind. 

To  Mr.  Moore  witness  said  he  would 
not  call  the  Iroquois'  boats  suitable  life- 
boats. 

Captain  Joseph  Riley,  master  mariner, 
considered  the  Iroquois  equal  to  any 
boat  of  her  size  on  the  coa«t.  Witness 
was  at  one  time  master  of  the  Iroquois. 
He  had  never  known  her  to  miss  a  trip, 
although  sometimes  she  had  to  lay  over. 
Witness  was  In  Sidney  on  April  10.  If 
the  wind  had  blown  sixty  mUes  an 
hour  the  Iroquois  could  not  have  taken 
on  her  passengers  because  she  could  not 
imve  lain  alongside  the  wharf  without 
either  breaking  the  wharf  or  being 
broken  herself. 

QuasUoii  Por  Inapectora 
Ca^t  RHey  said  he  would  never  have 
hesitated  a  moment  in  taking  the  Iro- 
nuoiB  out  on  April  10.  Speaking  of  the 
>t.^i5el'a  lifeboats  witness  said  as  long 
as  tjie  Inspectors  passed  Tub  boats  the 
mater  of  the  steamer  was  right  In  tak- 
ing them.  The  boats  were  of  cedar  on 
oak  frames.  Witness  considered  the 
lifeboats  adequate. 

Cross-examined  witness  said  he  had 
never  had  a  chance  to  take  out  freight  1 
such  as  Capt.  Sears  carried.  There  were 
throe  boats  put  against  him.  If  he  had  | 
had  the  freight  he  would  have  loaded 
her,  all  she  could  pack.  It  was  all  left 
to  the  master  of  a  steamer  what  was  a 
sufficient  load.  There  was  no  liiw.  None 
of  the  coast  boats  was  properly  .slowed. 
Witness  considered  the  Iroquois  as  well 
;  stowed  as  any  coast  steamer.  None  of 
them  used  shifting  boards..  Witness 
i  would  not  admit  that  shifting  cargo 
I  caused  the  Iroquois  to  turn  turtle.  A 
deckload  often  steadied  a  steamer,  such 
as   the  Iroquois,  like  a  sail. 

James  S.  Davis,  master  mariner  for 
thirty-three  years,  was  on  the  Iroquois 
about  two  months  In  1.108.  During  that 
time  he  took  her  out  every  trip,  and 
never  had  any  difficulty  with  her.  He 
would  have  taken  hor  out  on  April  10, 
Effect  of  Deckload 
To  .Mr  Moore  witness  said  the  effect 
of  a  u'eckload  on  a  .'•hli.  was  to  make  her 

cranky. 

Mr.  McLean  elicited  the  opinion  that 
a  two  and  a  half  tun  deckload  would 
have  liari  no  effect  on  the  Iroquois.

Thu  Kaiiie  wind  blew 
tiome  of  the  eoal  lara  rl»iht  oft  Uie  track 
at  UidyBnillh.  The  IroquulH  alwiiys 
answered  her  helm,  and  was  quite 
Mauncli.  WiluetiH  said  the  lifeboalH 
were  strong  cedar  and  oak  boats,  and 
were  serviceable. 

Mr.  Moore  brought  out  the  fact  that 
the  witness  was  couriWered  a  vary  care- 
ful navigator  and  had  often  lay  In  at 
Saanlch  with  passengers  on  board  dur- 
ing bad  weather. 

Witness  gave  as  hla  opinion  that  the 
Iroquois  had  sprung  a  leak  while  bang- 
ing against  the  wharf  at  Sidney  ard 
that  the  resultant  intake  of  water  had 
inuil<   to  do  with   her  foundering. 

Witness    considered    the    ship's    boats 

staunch,  good  sea  boats.     He  could  not 

I  say  what  shape  they  were  in  on  April  10. 

To  Mr.  McLean  witness  aaid  he  would 

have,  taken  the  steamer  out  on  the  day 

In  question. 

m  His  Own  Defence. 
Captain  A.  A.  Sears,  the  accused,  was 
then  put  on  in  his  own  defence.  He 
would  be  48  years  old  tomorrow  and 
first  went  to  sea  as  a  boy  in  1884.  He 
was  in  deep  water  nearJy  eight  years, 
on  the  North  and  South  Atlantic.  Wit- 
ness Identified  several  discharges  given 
him  from  varloue  ve»»ol«-  His  character 
was  always  rated  very  good.  Witness 
came  to  British  Columbia  In  1890  and 
had  been  on  various  passenger  steam- 
ers including  the  yosemite  and  the 
Charmer.  Purlng  all  his  career  wit- 
ness had  never  lost  a  life  until  the 
day  of  April  10. 

Ct.ii titiuutij    itiM    uvliluiicu    C^ipt.    Sca.rs 
said  he  had  made  1,628  trips  on  the  Iro- 
quois and  had  always  found  her  staunch 
and    good    In   a   seaway.      On    the   night 
of  the  Clallam  disaster  witness  was  on 
the   Iroquois,   the   wind    then   was  much 
worse    than    on    April    10.      Witness   re- 
called   that    there    was    freight    on    the 
freight  deck   on    that    occasion.      He  did 
not   think    there   was   any    on   the   upper 
deck.     The   Iroquois    behaved    very    well 
during    this    experience.      The    sea    was 
coming  over  the  bows   and   the  sea  was 
very    high.      Referring    to    the    lifeboats 
witness    said    the    Iroquois    had    two    of 
what    were    always    called    lifeboats    on 
this  coast.    They  compiled  with  the  gov- 
ernment  requirements    foV    lifeboats. 
PnUUled  Se^TLlrementa. 
The  boats   were  In   good  condition   at 
the    lime    of    the    disaster.      They    were 
equipped  in  accordance  with  the  govern- 
ment requirements.     When  the  Iroquois 
turned   over   one   of   the   davits  dropped 
dowi.  through  the  top  deck  and  the  hook 
of  the  davit  fell  over  the  boat.     As  the 
sea    washed   against   it    it    tore  a    small 
hole    in   the   stern    of    the    boat,    on    the 
starboard   side.     Witness  did   not   think 
this  Injury  affected  the  stability  of  the 
boat.     On  the  second  boat   the  gunwale 
was  torn  away  and   the  boat  could  not 
be    rowed.      Witness     was     in     Victoria 
when   the    steamer    was    being    stowed. 
He    went    down    on    the    main    deck    on 
Monday  morning  and  looked  around  and 
as    far    as   he   could    judge   the    freight 
was   properly   stowed   and   safe.     There 
were  some  sacks  of  feed  without  grating 
under   them  and    witness   ordered    grat- 
ings put  under  them.     The  steamer  had 
a  fairly  good  load  but  he  had  had  more 
many   times.     Witness  judged  the  wind 
was    blowing    18   to    20    miles    an    hour. 
No  boat   the  size  of  the   Iroquois  could 
He   at    that    wharf    in    a    60    mile    gale. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  witness  there  was 
no  reason  why  they  should  not  go  out 
that  morning. 

Capt.   Sears   went   on   to  describe   the 
l»&;itng  of  the  Iroquois.     A  henvy  )«q"nil 
i  struck  her  as  she  came  abreast  of  Polr.i 
Roberts  and   she  heeled   over  and  came 
down  with   a  Jar   and    witness   felt   the 
cargo   shift.      He    held    the    steamer    up 
to  the  wind  and  told  the  mate  to  shift 
the  cargo  back  as  soon  as  possible.    He 
kept    the  steamer   up    to   the   wind    but 
soon  she  rolled  again  and  went  farther 
over   and   witness    thought    more    cargo 
shifted.      The    steamer    did    not    right 
after    this   and    in    about   a   minute   the 
purser  reported  she  was  making  water 
below.    Witness  then  put  the  helm  down 
hard  and  tried  to  beach  the  steamer  .in 
Roberts   bay    to   save   all    hands.     Two 
minutes    would    have    brought    the    bay 
but   the   steaiper   kept    on   settling  fast 
and   soon  went  right   over.     When  wit- 
ness saw  he  could  not  make   the  shore 
he    climbed    out    through    the    we^ather 
door  and  gave  orders  to  Issue  lifebelts. 
He  then   ran  to  get  the  women  out  of 
the  cabin.     He   pot   two   out  with   some 
assistance  before   the  lower  deck  broke 
away.     Witness    then    looked   to   getting 


the  women   into  the  bpat.     Nine  or   ten 
people   were  in  the  first  boat   when   the 
davli  caught  it  and  witness  asked  some 
of    the    men    to    get    out    and    help    free 
the    boat.      Witness    asked    the    male    to 
SO   In  the   boat   but   H   se>v  took    the   boat 
clear  and  some  of  the  men  In   the  boat 
rowed    her   away.     Two    minutes    later 
he  Wftij  told  the  boat  h.-xd  swamped. 
Wo  Watertight  Comi)artm.ant«. 
To  Mr.  Moore  witness  said  the  steam- 
er's   boats     were    not     unslnkable    life- 
boats  such   as   were  used    in    the   coast 
service.     They  had  no  watertight  com- 
partmente      They    came    up   to    the    re- 
quirements   of     the    regulations.       The 
crew      of   the   Iroquois   was   not   drilled 
In   lifeboat   drill    and    had    no    assigned 
Biatlona.     Witness   had   seen  where   the 
fertilizer  was  piled  on  the  morning  the 
steamer  sailed.     He  estimated   the  wind 
was  blowing  at  BO  miles  an  hour  during 
the  squall  that  struck  the  Iroquois. 

Capt.  Sears  was  still  under  cross-ex- 
amination when  court  resumed  after 
luncheon.  Mr.  Moore  read  from  legal 
authority  glvlnfe  requirements  for 
sea-going  coast  steamers'  small 
boats.  Witness  admitted  that  his  small 
boats  had  no  airtight,  watertight  com- 
partments. Then  followed  a  battle  be- 
tween counsel  for  the  crown  and  wit- 
ness as  to  the  Interpretation  of  the

•Now  that  Cariboo  is  having  her  aharo 
of    the    general    prosperity    of    the    pro- 
vince, we  think  it  only  due  and  fitting 
that   we   give     some      publicity      to   the 
merits  of  the  country  lying  a  few  miles 
eaat   of  Barkerville.  namely     the     Bear 
and  Spectacle  lakes  section,"  writes  Mr. 
Thomua  A.    Blair,   of   Barkerville.      "Al- 
tliough  the  Bear  lake  country  has  been 
known  ever  since  the  birth  of  Che  mines 
around   Barkerville.    yet    the    knowledge 
has    been    very    limited— one    miK"l.    "»»>' 
confined,  to   the  few  who  annually  visit 
the  country   bear  hunting,  or  who  wish 
a   few    weeks'    relaxation   with    rod   and 
gun    away    from    the    strenuous    life    In 
Barkerville,   and   to   a    number   of   trap- 
pers,, who  have  spent  years  in  this  sec- 
tion,  where   they  have   made  a  comfort- 
able livlug  and  have  some  to  spare  trom 
the  "rcceeds  of  th«lr  fur  catch.  ' 

•The   Bear  lake  country     is     situated 
twenty  miles  east  of  Barkerville,  at  an 
elevation    of  about   2.700     feet,     and   Is 
known  by  all  who  visit  it  as  one  of  the 
most    picturesque   spots   in    British   Co- 
lumbia.    It  is  situated  at  the  head  of  a 
chain  of  lakes  150  miles  in  length,  and 
which  almost  forms  a  circle.     Last  sea- 
son   40,000    acres    of    land   were    located 
for    purchase    in    the    benches    of    these 
lakes,  but  as  a  result  of  some  irregular- 
ity the  land  reverted  to  the  crown,  afid 
was  about  to  be  relocated,  when  the  re- 
cent order-in-council  was  passed  reserv- 
ing  all   land     in      this   district,     which 
leaves    this   land   now    open   to    the  pre- 
emptor   only.     Back  from   the  land  and 
lying   along    the      foothills,     are      large 
areas  of  timber,  over  fifty  limits  being 
owned   by   the   Sprague   Lumber   Co.,   of 
Winnipeg,    and    in    the    background    the 
mountains   rise  to   the   six     and     seven 
thousand   feet    level,      snow-capped    the 
year    round,    while    in    some    places    the 
mountains   rise  abruptly   from   the  lake 
shores. 

PftBolnatlng  Country 
"To   the   tourist   starting   from     Bear 
lake,  the  home  camp  of  the  trappers,  a 
trip  around   these  lakes  is  most  Ctumln- 
atlng.     The  lakes  are  long  and  narrow. 
Their  scenic  beauty  Is  unsurpassed  any- 
where   in    the    province,    while    ft»h  and 
game  are  abundant.     After  leaving  Bear 
lake  on  enters  Upper  Bear  river,  thence 
passing  into  Swan  lake,  and  fro^n  Swan 
lake   into  Spectacle  lake;   thence  over  a 
three-mile  portage  into  Threc-Mlle  lake, 
thence    into    Swamo    river.    Sandy    lake. 
Indian  Point  lake  and  Summit  lake  and 
thence    over   a   two-milo      portage      into 
Bear  lake,   the  point  of  commencement. 
Mr.     Frank     Kibbee,     the     well-known 
r.untsr  and  guide,  has  a  pre-emption  on 
one   of    the    benches    overlooking      Bear 
lake   and   river,   but   on   account   of   his 
duties  as  trapper  and  guide,  he  has  had 
but  little  time  left  to  devote  to  farming. 
He  has,  however,  succeeded  in  clearing 
a  considerable  portion  of  land»  and  has 
now   under   cultivation  a  fwlr-slzed  gar- 
den, where  all  kinds  of  vegetables  grow 
to    maturity,     thus     demonstrating    the 
practicability    of    farming    in    this    sec- 
tion. 

"Bear  lake   Is   situated     on     the     old 
BarkervUle-Goat    river    trail,    and    from 
this  point  all  land  and  timber  previously 
mentioned   is  accessible  by    boat.     It   is 
the   intention   of   the   Dominion   govern- 
ment to  erect  a  salmon  hatchery  in  this 
section  in  the  near  future.     The  provin- 
cial government   la   at   present   building 
a  main  trunk  wagon  road  to  Bear  lake, 
with  the  Intention  of  puslilnK  on  to  the 
j-^raser,  or  the  main  line  of  the  Q.  T-,,?* 
V*«d   of  Wagon  Boad 
Tho    distance      from      BrukorVille      to 
Bear    lake    is    twenty    miles,    and    from 
Bear  lake  to  the  main  line  of  the  G.  T. 
P.,   at   the   mouth   of   Goat  river,   forty- 
flve   mllf-f,   making    the     total      distance 
from   the  main   line  of   the  G.   T.   P.   to 
Barkerville    .slxty-tlvc    miles,    and   about 
one    hundred   rfnO.    twenty-four   to   Qucs- 
nel.     We  thoreforp  wish  to  point  out  tho 
great    benefit    that    will    be    derived    by 

vlUe,  on  the  completion  of  a  wagon  road 
to    connect    these   tVfous    with    the    con- 
struction camps  on  the  G.  T.  P.     In  an- 
other  year   the  main  line  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  will  bo  under  construction 
I'elwei^n   Tete    .laune   Cache     and      Kort 
George.     In  thi."!  span  of  350  miles,  thou- 
Htmds   of    men    will    be    employed.      Tho 
BarkervlUe-Goal   rlvor   wngon   road   will 
bi-  the  only  outlet  in  the  entire  distance. 
"The  river,  between  the  mouili  of  Goat 
river  and  Fort  George,  is  in  places  rapid 
and    dangerous,    and    will    bo    novigable 
only   to  exporlenced  canoe  men.     There- 
fore, when   there  are  such  a  large  num- 
ber of  men  employed,  it  Is  only  natural 
•hat  tiK'i'B  win  V)i>,  hundreds  leavlnK  the 
construction     caiiipM    wvciy     month,    .in.', 
they  will   have  no  other  alternative  Inil 
to  come  over  the  Barkcrvllli'-Goat  river 
wagon  road,  and     immigration     from   a 
camp  of  a  steady-going  payroll,  will  he 
a  valuable  asset  to  Barkerville.  Stanley. 
QueKncl  and  all  wayside  towns,  while  no 
doubt  many  will  engage  in   prospecting, 


mining,  farming  and  various  oth^r  pur- 
huUh  in  the  Cariboo  district.  A  few 
lioiir.s'  run  by  auto  wlU  tranaiiDrl  i)as- 
scMKi-r-s  between  HarkervilKj  and  the 
construction  camps,  while  It  will  take  a 
little  over  a  day  ut\d  a  half  to  make 
u.iBKnBl.  Another  great  advantage  will 
be  that  the  G.  T.  P.  will  reach  the 
mouth  of  Goat  river  from  one  to  two 
years  before  reaching  Fort  George,  and 
therefore  reduce  the  present  hauling 
distance  from  280  to  65  mlicK.  which  will 
no  doubt  be  a  gre^t  stimulant  to  the 
mines  of  this  district. 

"In  conclusion  we  wish  to  Impress 
upon  the  citizens  of  Barkerville  tho  ne- 
cessity of  uslnB  every  mean.s  to  induce 
the  government  to  complete  the  road 
with  the  least  possible  delay.  Dr.  Cal- 
lanan,  our  Ipcal  member,  has  been  verj- 
energetic  in  furthering  this  project,  and 
we  think  he  should  have  the  co-oper- 
atloa  of  every  citizen  as  well."

Ir.  J,  F.  Carpenter  Says  Coun- 
try is  Well  Adapted  for  Cul- 
tivation of  Small  Fruits  and 
Vegetables. 


Mr,  .1  P.  Carpenter  of  the  Provincial 
department  of  agricultu'-e.  has  just  re- 
turned from  the  Skeena  lilver  valley, 
where  he  lias  been  supervising  the  dis- 
tribution and  planting  of  some  seven 
hundred  fruit  trees  allotted  for  experi- 
mental purposes  to  the  settlers  in  the 
Lakelse  and  Kltsumkalunl'  districts 
and  up  the  valley  as  far  as  Hazelton. 

Mr.  Carpenter  reports  the  district  ex- 
ceptionally well  adapted  for  the  culti- 
vation of  all  varieties  of  small  fruits 
and  vegetables,  although  it  will  be  some 
little  time — owing  to  the  generally 
heavily  timbered  character  of  the  coun- 
try— before  the  development  of  orchards 
may  be  expected  to  take  any  large  place 
among  the  industries  of  the  north.  Th» 
lowlands  are  especially  heavily  tim- 
bered, although  there  is  much  slighter 
forestation  on  the  benches;  the  rainfall 
la  conslderaMy  less  than  that  at  Prince 
Hupert.  but  Is  thoroughly  adequate 
without  recourse  to  irrigation,  and  the 
soil    is   go^d. 

From    15    to   20   trees  were     given   to 
each   settler  and   several  meetings  were 
held  by  the  provincial  expert  at  which 
plain    and    practical    advice    was    given 
as  to  the  care  of  the  trees;  In  addition 
to   which,   demonstrations     In     planting 
Vere    made   at   each    important    popula- 
tion centre.     Mr.  Carpenter  does  not  an- 
ticipated  that   the   winter  varieties   wUl 
prove   very   successful     owing      to      the 
shortness  of  the  season.     The  fact  that 
the    season    Is    considerably    later    than 
that  in  more  southerly-  portions  of   the 
province    gives    the   producers    of   small 
fruils    there   the   advantage   of   market- 
ing  two   or  three   weeks  after   tlie  gen- 
eral  supply  of  berries,  etc..   is  exhaust- 
ed   in    Vancouver.   Victoria     and      othpr 
centres.     Two   excellent      orchards     arc 
already   in   existence  in     the      territory, 
tho     one     being     that     of     tho     famous 
Thornhlll   Ranch   at   Little   Canyon   aiul 
the  other  on  Mr.  Stewart's  fine  property 
at  Copper  City.  j

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'Wluit   Is   your   chief   objection    to   the 
recipiocity  agreement?    A  correspondent 
puts  this  Ciuestlon.  and  we  think  It  mer- 
its an  answer.  Our  chief  objection  is  not 
to  the  (.ptrutlpnof  nay  of  the  schedules 
in  the  agreement,  although  some  of  these 
are    very    objectionable    from    our    point 
of  view.     We  base  out  opposition  to  the 
agreement  upon  the  fundamental  policy 
involved  in  it.     Of  late  years  much  has 
been    said    about      Canadian      autonomy, 
and  this,  indeert,  is  one  of  the  strongest 
features  in   Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler's  views 
of   the   political    status    of   Canada.      Ho 
objects    to   anything   being   done   within 
the    Empire    that    will    Interfere    in   any 
way  with  this  autonomy.     We  must,  he 
contends,    be    free    to    make      our      own 
treaties,   free  to  say  whether  or  not  we 
will   take  part  In  Imperial  wars,  free  to 
develop    our    raUltary    and    naval    power 
as  we   see  fit,   free   to  regulate  our   tar- 
iffs  as   we   choose   without   consultation 
with  or  Interference     from     the  United 
Kingdom  or  any  other  parts  of  the  Em" 
plrc.      Yet   whllp    he   holds    thece   views, 
he  is  desirous  of  entering  into  an  asreo- 
ment  with  the  United  States  which  will 
affect    the   most    important    part    of   our 
commerce  and  industry  under  conditions 
which  will  Impadr'  our  autonomy.     The 
United    States    Senate   is    at    present    In 
session  engaged  in  making  what  may  be 
law   for   Canada.     It   is   true     that     our 
Parliament  has  been  engaged  in  making 
vihal  may   be  a  part  of  the  law  of  the 
United  States:  but  this  only  emphasizes 
the  point  we  wish  to  put  forward,  name- 
ly that  our  Parliament  has  to  wait  upon 
the  action  of  .a.  foreign  lesialftt've  body 
before   it  can  determine   what  shall    bo 
the  law   of  Canada  in  regard   to  certain 
matters      of      very      great      importance. 
Doubtless    in    theory     we      Interfere   as 
much  with  the  autonomy  of  the  United 
States    as    that    country    does    with    our 
autonomy,  but  practically  the  cases  are 
not    identical,    for    whereas    the    United 
States   is  a  nation   of  nearly   100,000.000 
people,  enormously   weaUhj;;,  agsressJvo 
and  largely  self-contained.   Canada  with 
all    her    great    potentialities    occupies    a 
less  influential  position.     There  may  be 
theoretical    equality    between    two    such 
countries  having  a  common  frontier  3.O00 
miles  long,  but  not  actual  equality.  Tho 
dynamic    presgurs    of    the   greater   body 
must    inevitably    Induence   the   policy   of 
tlie   less,   and    while   preserving   in  form 
her  autonomous  control   of     Ihbf  ;  flpt^i'l 
policy,   Canada   will   lose    the  substance 
of  it. 

It  Is  quits  true  that  under  the  agree- 
ment  each  country  reserves  freedom  of 
action  as  to  Its  repeal  or  the  repeal  of 
any  iiart  of  It,  but  if  the  agreement  be- 
comes law,  new  commercial  conditions 
and  lnterest.1  will  rapidly  be  created, 
and  because  of  the  greater  magnitude  of 
our  neighbor  In  everything  but  terri- 
tory, it  will  be  inevitable  that  United 
States  capital.  United  States  business 
organizations  and  United  States  trans- 
portation interests  will  enter  moro 
largely    Into    the   development  and    con- 


that  ihe  removal  or  reduction  of  duty 
which  the  United  States  is  proposing  to 
make  are  due  to  the  necessities  of  that 
country  and  not  because  we  are  making 
any  adequate  return.  In  other  words  the 
United  States  enters  into  the  agreement 
not  because  It  wants  our  market,  but  be- 
cause It  wants  our  products.  It  will  get 
both  If  the  agreement  becomes  law.  If 
we  have  patience,  our  neighbors  will  re- 
move al}  obstacles  In  the  way  of  their 
getting  our  products  and  we  can  exer- 
cise our  own  discretion  as  to  whether 
or  not  we  shall  give  them  any  freer  ac- 
cess to  our  markets  than  they  now  have. 
The  control  of  our  markets  is  worth 
preserving.   ' 

The  more  this  objection  to  reciprocity 
is  examined  the  stronger  It  will  appear. 
When  It  comes  to  the  discussion  of  tar- 
iff schedules  and  the  effect  of  the  pro- 
posed changes  upon  any  particular  line 
of  business,  there  is  always  a  chance 
for  a  difference  of  opinion,  and  the  wis- 
est prognostlgators  are  liable  to  ^rror; 
but  upon  the  point  on  which  wc  chiefly 
rely  there  does  not  seem  to  be  the  least 
ground  for  any  divergence  of  views.  To 
us  a  reciprocity  agreement  with  the 
United  States  Is  a  serious  blow  to  the 
Canadian  fiscal  autonomy,  and  quite  out 
of  keeping  with  the  attitude  taken  by 
Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  on  all  inter-lmperlal 
questions. 


There  is  a  story  in  circulation  in  tho 
East  that  what  the  change  in  the  direc- 
torate of  the  Canada  Life  really  means 
is  that  Senator  Cox  has  got  back  at 
Sir  Edmund  Walker  for  ousting  him 
from  the  presidency  of  the  Bank  of 
Commerce.

Capt.     Sears    stayed    at    the    wheel    un- 
til   driven    out    by    water    and    had    ho 
had  two  minutes  more  not  a  life  would 
have  been  lost.  Accidents  like   this  hap- 
pen   quickly    and    Capt.    Sears    launched 
the   boat  as  quickly  as  he  could.   It  was 
said  none  of  the  crew  should  have  soae 
in    the    boat.    If    they    had    not    gone    it 
would    have   been   charged    that   none    of 
the    crctviront   ttj    handle    ths    boat.    It 
was   so  easy    to   find    fault   In    cases   of 
this    kind    afterwards.    But    it    must    be 
boriie    in     mind     that    Capt.     Sears    had 
to   act    Instantaneously.

son   to    believe    that    his      craft      could 
weather    much   stronger   gales.        There- 
fore,   there   wai»   no   criminal    negligence 
on  Capt.  Sears"  part  in  going  on  In  that 
wind.    If    captains    were    going    to    stav  i 
In     port     whenever     the    wind     blew     a 
little    what    kind    of    sailors    would    wo 
have;    goo.se-pond    sailors?    There    could 
be   no  charge  of  criminal   negligence  on 
Capt.     Sears'    part     In     this     case.     And 
even    admltlng    that    Capt.    Sears    were 
quitfe  wrong  In  going  out  in  this  storm, 
an  error  of  Judgment  was  not   a  crime. 
Therefore,    in    no    particular   could    any- 
thing  criminal   be   attributed      to     Capt. 
Sears.    In    fact    there    never   would    have 
been  any  (juestlon   of  it  had  It  not   been 
for    the    foolish    talk    of   some    old    men.

Guide  to  Officers  Issued  From 
Militia  Department  With 
Reference  to  Methods  for 
Night  Attacks. 


There  has  Just  heen  Issued  from  mll- 
Itla  headquarters  a  remarkable  general 
order  to  officers  charged  with  Infantry 
.^training.  The  order  goes  minutely  into 
|be  elementary  training  which  troops 
should  undergo  In  night  operations,  and 
Is  labelled  "A  Guide  to  Officers."  The 
following  is  given  as  a  general  indica- 
tion of  Uie  methods  to  be  adopted  In 
carrying  out  the  elementary  instruc- 
tion: 

Men  should  be  trained  to  put  on  their 
ccjulpment  swiftly  and  silently  in  the 
dark.  Men  should  be  told  that  ability 
Jo  see  m  the  dark  increases  with  prac- 
tice. Objects  are  more  visible  svhen 
the  moon  is  behind  tho  observer  than 
when  it. is  in  front  of  him.  When  men 
havp  been  practiced  in  observing  a  man 
approachintf  at  a  walk,  they  should  be 
similarly  practiced  in  observing  a  man 
who  is  endeavoring  to  approach  un- 
seen. 

The  order  does  not  state  how  an 
unseen  man  is  to  be  observed.  As  the 
training  is  primarily  meant  for  night 
attacks,  a  good  deal  of  the  instrhcUon.

Klaochou  Is  Germany  in  Asia  and 
Tslngtao  Its  capital  is  a  German  city 
planted  in  China.  Two  murdered  mis- 
sionaries was  the  price  Germany  paid 
for  the  colony.  When  the  German 
squadron  occupied  Klaochou  bay  a  con- 
vention   was    made    with    China    for    a 


lease  for  99  yeais.  U  was  chance  llial 
prevented  Hussiu  from  occupying  the 
place  before  tlie  Germans  came.  Two 
Russian  cruisers  went  there,  but  the 
commander  reported  the  anchorage  bad, 
and  RuBslan  action  was  delayed.  Then 
Germany  came  and  Russia  was  enrag- 
ed, and  the  Muscovite  diplomats  caused 
China  to  delay  the  convention  with 
Germany  until  Prince  Helnrlch  came 
with  hU  squadrbn  and  "the  mailed 
flst."  Since  then  Germany  has  spent 
»20. 000,000  at  Klaochou,  twelve  forts 
have  been  built  and  armed,  machine 
sliops  and  yards  established,  barracks 
to  house  5000  troops,  and  there  is  a 
garrison  of  3000  men.  A  modern  city 
one  of  the  best  built  In  China.  Is  Tslng- 
tao,  tiie   capital.

The  purchase  of  the  Kaslo  &  Slo- 
can  railway  from  the  Great  Northern 
railway  by  the  syndicate  representing 
the  business  men  of  Kaslo,  and  those 
Interested  In  mining  In  the  district 
traversed,  has  now  been  completed  and 
the  road  will  be  taken  over  by  the  new 
owners  al  once.
